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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1. Claims 14-25 are pending. 

Claims 14, 15 and 23-25 are rejected. 
Claims 16-22 are allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 15 is indefinite because it depends upon itself. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Koch et at. 
(US 5,965,066). 
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Koch et al. disclose the compound 3,3,4,6-tetramethyl-5-methoxy-1-indanone, which is a 
compound having the claimed formula (see example 3). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

9. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hirata et al. 
(Biological & Pharmaceutical Bulletin, 1998, Vol. 21 (7), Caplus abstract). 

Hirata et al. disclose the compound 2,3-dihydro-6-methoxy-1,1,7-trimethyl-4-(1- 
methylethyl)-1H-indene (see Caplus abstract). This compound differs from the instant claim 
compound in that the i-propyl group is a different position on the indene ring. Nonetheless the 
instant invention is obvious over the teaching of Hirata et al. because compounds which are 
position isomers (compounds having the same radicals in physically different positions on the 
same nucleus) are generally of sufficiently close structural similarity that there is a presumed 
expectation that such compounds possess similar properties. In re Wilder, 563 F.2d 457, 195 
USPQ 426 (CCPA 1977).
